Some, he said, 
had very Christ-like attributes and 
tried to give him money and food. 

When describing the attitude the 
homeless have toward welfare pro- 
grams, Evans said many homeless 
do not connect welfare to the tax- 
payers, just as Americans do not 
connect our industry with exploita-

Evans also said he thinks many 
governmental “help” programs actu- 
ally make things worse by bringing 
so many homeless together as a dis- 
tinguishable “class.” 

“T think a lot of times these home- 
less shelters and these different pro- 
grams ... bring all these different 
people together in a particular social 
way in which they are able to further 
distance themselves from the rest of 
society, so sometimes these organi- 
zations and things aid them in be- 
coming a more distinct cultural 
unit.” He said this can sometimes be 
harmful. 

The best way to show these people 
how their lives could be improved is 
to work with them in smaller groups 
— to sort of “integrate” them into 
our society, so they can see the bene- 
fits of a stable lifestyle, he said. “I 
think the programs should be 
smaller — they should be more grass 
roots.” 

However, he said the existing pro- 
grams are perfect for “that target 
population who still has some roots 
in middle-class ethics and norms.” 

Evans said sometimes govern- 
ment programs are administered 
“half-heartedly” because they don’t 
have “grass roots” support. How- 
ever, he feels they should not be dis- 
continued just because they are not 
100 percent effective. 
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Forest preservation creates log jam in Rio

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil — The 
United States and Third World na- 
tions clashed Wednesday over how to 
preserve forests, as Earth Summit 
delegates put the finishing touches on 
pacts for environmental protection. 

The documents were being pre- 
pared for the more than 100 heads of 
state who will gather in Rio by Fri- 
day; President Bush is scheduled to 
arrive Thursday. 

In Washington the White House 
announced that the United States 
would support one of the summit’s 
key documents, a non-binding state- 
ment of environmental rights and re- 
sponsibilities called the Rio Declara- 
tion. 

The delegates are also finishing 
conventions on climate control, pro- 
tecting plant and animal species and 
forestry, and a blueprint for cleaning 
up the Earth, called Agenda 21. They 
were expected to work through the 
night. 

Summit organizer Maurice Strong 
has said Agenda 21’s goals would cost 
$125 billion a year. Delegates were 
still debating Wednesday how much 
developed countries would pay and 
how the aid should be ‘dispersed. 

Industrialized nations want aid to 
go through the Global Environmental 
Facility, a World Bank agency which 
they control. Developing nations 
want a new agency created that 
would give them some spending con- 
trol. 

Michael Young, deputy head of the 
U.S. delegation, said the United 
States would not contribute money to 
any fund until the issue of control is 
settled.

Drivers sleeping behind the wheel 
account for about 90 percent of acci- 
dents near the southern Utah town of 
Moab, a popular weekend vacation 
spot. 

According to Clayton Allred, of the 
Utah Highway Patrol, ambulance 
calls have increased due to an in- 
crease in travelers. 

“The greatest number of accidents 
occur in the spring/summer months, 
when tourists and students do their 
traveling. Out of 100 accidents that 
occur in the summertime, 90 percent 
are caused by the driver falling asleep 
and the car rolls. More accidents do 
not occur at night — it’s about 50-50,” 
Allred said. 

Each year thousands of BYU stu- 
dents travel long distances during 
school breaks to return home. Unfor- 
tunately, many of these students are 
lulled to sleep before reaching their 
destinations, and some lose their 
lives. 

“Most accidents involve a rollover 
due to the car swerving off the free- 
way. Eighty percent of the time 
someone will be ejected if the car 
rolls,” said Laura Lisk of the Wen- 
dover Health Care Clinic. 

“Wearing a seatbelt would not al- 
low a passenger to be ejected,” Lisk 
said. “The majority of the accidents 
we handle occur within 30 miles of

Malaysia, which leads Third World 
nations on forestry issues, insists that 
the forestry statement explicitly 
make that link. 

The developing countries also op- 
pose terms they fear might lead to an 
infringement of their right to use 
forests as they see fit. 

The document is nonbinding, but 
whatever moral force it might have 
would be undermined if the United 
States were to refuse to sign it. 

“What is the cause of deforesta- 
tion? Poverty,” said Dr. Keng Yaik 
Lim, Malaysia’s minister of Primary 
Industries. 

Lim said Malaysia insists on provi- 
sions that would commit developed 
nations to share biotechnology and 
provide development aid in return for 
protection of tropical forests.

New poll casts doubt 
on Cannon's support

Despite complaints last month that 
Joe Cannon may have received illegal 
campaign support from Geneva Steel, 
arecent poll of Republican state dele- 
gates shows the Senate candidate still 
holds a comfortable lead in the race 
for the Republican nomination. 

However, the poll shows that Can- 
non, the former president of Geneva 
Steel, may not have the 50 percent 
delegate support he claims. 

The poll questioned 319 Republican 
state delegates and placed Cannon 
ahead of other candidates with 45 per- 
cent support. However, the poll may 
not show effects of the Geneva Steel 
controversy, since the poll was three- 
fifths finished when the Democratic 
Party made its informal complaints 
public against Cannon’s campaign. 

The complaints stem from Can-

non’s use of a television commercial 
showing his role in adopting Geneva 
Elementary School while serving as 
president of the Orem steel mill. The 
footage is similar to footage used by 
Geneva Steel in its own commercial, 
and critics believe the two may have 
shared material, something the Fed- 
eral Election Commission disallows. 

“We feel that the advertisements 
are suspicious,” said James Roberts, 
executive director of the Democratic 
“However, we 
have no plans to file a formal com- 
plaint.” Roberts said he did not intend 
last month’s informal allegations 
against Cannon to be made public. 

The Republican Party state con- 
vention is scheduled June 26-27. Un- 
less Cannon wins more than 70 per- 
cent of the delegate support at the 
convention, the top two vote getters 
will run for the nomination in the Sep- 
tember Republican primary.

Attorney may examine Bonneville Pacific 


SALT LAKE CITY — A U.S. Bankruptcy Court examiner’s investigation 
of Bonneville Pacific could trigger a U.S. attorney’s probe. 

“We have a duty to refer matters we believe may involve a violation of 
federal law to the U.S. attorney’s office,” said John Straley, assistant U.S. 
trustee who oversees bankruptcy proceedings. 

“l’ve already discussed that with David Jordan, the U.S. attorney for 
Utah,” Straley said Tuesday. 

The report by investigator Alan V. Funk said Bonneville Pacific made more 
than 300,000 transactions totaling more than $1 billion during the past three 
years. 

Some transactions involved a maze of affiliated offshore and domestic com- 
panies owned by a handful of Bonneville principals, according to Funk’s 
report. Those firms sold assets back and forth to one another, increasing the 
value with each transaction. 

From April 1987 to June 30, 1991, the company’s total assets increased from 
$82,798,000 to $450,868,000. The examiner’s report suggests much of that 
increase was based on a paper empire. 

The report said some principals, including Salt Lake City Mayor Deedee 
Corradini, profited from the transactions, while investors took the loss when 
the house of cards collapsed. 

The independent power company filed for protection from creditors under 
Chapter 11 of the U.S. Bankruptcy Act in December, saying it suffered a 
liquidity problem when Portland General, its: major. stockheldey, withdrew its 
support. 


Communism is out; advertising Is in 


BERLIN — Are Marlboros loaded with enough nicotine to satisfy the 
average east German smoker? Will Polish women tolerate conditioner in their 
shampoo? Can you persuade Hungarian snack shops to stock your ice cream 
even if they don’t have refrigerators? 

There are people who have spent plenty of money to find out these things 
about Eastern Europe, a moving target of a market filled with 200 million 
often unpredictable consumers. 

Since 1990 the world’s biggest businesses have ridden into the Wild East on 
a rough trail hewn by scouts — advertising agents and market researchers 
paid to define a consumer kept bottled up by generations of Communism. It 
hasn’t been easy. 

“It was like entering a jungle,” said Rainer Erfert, chief of the Eastern 
European operations of Leo Burnett, a Chicago-based ad agency. Westerners 
had to define rapidly evolving Eastern lifestyles and then try to persuade 
people to buy things they didn’t know they needed. 


102 hospitals’ death rates above normal 


WASHINGTON — More than a hundred hospitals in America, many in inner 
city and rural areas, have mortality rates significantly higher than might be 
statistically expected, the government said Wednesday. 

“This information makes it very clear that something is going on here, that 
there is a quality problem,” said William Toby, acting administrator for the 
Health Care Financing Administration, which runs the Medicare program. 

The report — covering the years 1988, 1989 and 1990 — found 102 hospitals 
to have significantly higher death rates than might be predicted under com- 
plex formulas determining standard mortality rates. The report dealt only 
with deaths of Medicare patients. 

The reports released by the Department of Health and Human Services also 
stress that the death rates — both high rates and low ones — should not be 
used as the sole means of determining whether a hospital is good or bad.

Slain Marine’s father won't join Hughes lawsui

OGDEN, Utah — The father of a 
Marine killed by “friendly fire” during 
Operation Desert Storm said he will 
not hang a price tag on his dead son’s 
life by joining what he sees as an un- 
justified lawsuit. 

“T just think that such a suit will do 
harm to people. Besides, there is no 
way that I would put a price on my 
boy’s life,” said James Stephenson, 
the Bountiful father of Lance Cpl. ° 
Dion James Stephenson. 

Dion Stephenson was killed Jan. 
29, 1991, when a U.S. missile struck 
his armored vehicle instead of an 
Iraqi target. 

Relatives of the six other Marines, 
killed in the same incident, have 


brought suit against the missile’s 
manufacturer, Hughes Aircraft Co. A 
Hughes spokesman has denied allega- 
tions in the suit. 

Attorney Joel Kleinberg, who filed 
the lawsuit, said the allegations are 
based largely on a Marine Corps re- 
port of the incident. 

An interview with the pilot of the 
A-10 aircraft, from which the missile 
was fired, shows it did not perform 
properly, ‘and the pilot did not unwit- 
tingly target the U.S. armored vehi- 
cle, Kleinberg said. 

Stephenson told the Standard-Ex- 
aminer on Tuesday the lawyer called 
him and his wife, Geri, several 
months ago asking them to join the 
lawsuit.

PORTLAND, Ore. — There have 
been two close games in the NBA Fi- 
nals. And Michael Jordan — three- 
time league MVP, six-time scoring 
leader, undisputed best player in the 
game — has struggled down the 
stretch both times. 

Wednesday night, after the Port- 
land Trail Blazers’ 93-88 series-tying 
victory over Jordan’s Chicago Bulls in 
Game 4, Clyde Drexler’s defense and 
Jordan’s own fatigue were called the 
culprits. 

“He might have been a little 
weary,” Chicago coach Phil Jackson 
said. “He missed point-blank shots he 
usually knocks down.” 

Jordan scored 32 points in 44 min- 
utes, but missed 15 of 26 shots, com- 
mitted five turnovers and had three 
big misses in the last 7 1/2 minutes. 
Jordan’s last points came with 10:27 
to play and gave Chicago a 73-66 lead. 

But, as was the case in Game 2, 
which Chicago lost 115-104 after 
blowing a 10-point fourth-quarter 
lead, Jordan and the Bulls weren’t 
able to sustain. i TY 

“T got alittle winded)” Jordan said. 
“I played a lot of minutes ... when 
Scottie (Pippen) got into foul trouble. 
I didn’t have the legs to finish my 
shots and I overcompensated.” 

In Game 2, Jordan scored 39 points 
but missed a free throw with 2:48 left 
in regulation, missed the potential 
winning jumper at the regulation 
buzzer and missed another free throw 
in overtime. He also drew a technical 
foul that ignited Portland’s come- 
back. 

This time, after a flagrant foul on 
Portland’s Jerome Kersey gave Scott 
Williams three free throws and the 
ball to Chicago with an 80-74 lead, 
Jordan missed a 3-pointer that would 
have probably buried the Blazers 
with 7 1/2 minutes to play. 

With 3:36 to play, Drexler stripped 
the ball from Jordan and scored on 
what everyone agreed was the game’s 
key play, giving Portland the lead for

A group of conservative senators 
opposed the bill, including Sen. Jake 
Garn, R-Utah. “My vote was not a 
vote against the merit of public broad- 
casting,” Garn said in a statement re- 
leased by his office. “Mine was a vote 
of fiscal reasonability in a time of ram- 
pant, unreasonable spending.” 

Other opponents of the legislation 
also voiced concern over a handful of 
recent programs aired over public 
stations, Rogers said. 

In a compromise, the bill included 
provisions requiring that CPB allow 
time for public comment on the qual- 
ity, creativity, diversity, balance and 
objectivity of the shows and take 
those views into aecount when assess- 
ing overall national programming.

A legislation package passed by the 
U.S. Senate last week would keep 
federal funds flowing to KBYU and 
other public broadcasting stations for 
another three years. 

The bill, passed in an 84-11 vote a 
week ago, authorizes $1.1 billion for 
the Corporation for Public Broadcast- 
ing over three years. The funding 
would begin in fiscal 1994 and is the 
same amount already passed by the 
House. 

Mel Rogers, manager of KBYU, 
said the federal dollars go directly to 
CPB at first, and each station in turn 
receives a community service grant 
from the corporation. 

But the direct funding is not the 
biggest gain from the latest re-autho- 
rization, Rogers said. “We wouldn’t 
cease to exist if there were no CPB 
dollars, but we would cease to exist if 
there were no government-funded 
programs available for us.” 

Rogers said $6 are raised for every 
$1 of government funding nationally 
among public broadcasting stations. 

Even with all the donations, the bill 
is vital to the health of public broad- 
casting, Rogers said. 

“There aren’t a lot of civilizing in- 
fluences coming into the American 
home these days, and public broad- 
casting is one of the few,” he said.

LDS vets to celebrate ties

An LDS all-veterans chorus will 
perform at a memorial fireside Sun- 
day as part of a celebration to mark 
the tenth anniversary of the Vet- 
eran’s Association for Service Activi- 
ties Abroad (VASAA), a charity or- 
ganization run by LDS veterans. 

This is a unique moment in history, 
said Virgil Kovalenko, president of 
the association. “There has never 
been a veteran’s memorial service in 
the Assembly Hall on Temple 
Square.” This is also the first all-vet- 
erans chorus, Kovalenko said. 

The choir is open to any servicemen 
who would like to take part. “We 
want all of the LDS veterans to join 
in, regardless of which war they 
fought in,” said Andrew Kirby, vice- 
president of VASAA. 

Even if an individual never partici- 
pated in battle, he is weleome to come 
and take part in the chorus, Kova- 
lenko said. “The important thing is 
that they put on the uniform.” Kova- 
lenko also encouraged ROTC stu- 
dents to participate. 

Which side a person fought on is 
also irrelevant, he said. “We want to 
heal the wounds of enmity.” 

The VASAA is concerned with hu- 
manitarian problems in the world, 
Kovalenko said. “VASAA was 
started by LDS veterans of the Viet- 
nam War, mostly BYU graduates, 
with the goal to assist the members of 
the Saigon Branch left behind after 
the collapse of Vietnam,”he said. 

Since that time, the association has 
broadened to a worldwide commit- 
ment, Kovalenko said. Recent ef- 
forts, Kovalenko said include: help- 
ing out the members in Iran and Iraq 
during the war between those two 
countries, completing various 
projects in Africa, and sending medi- 
cal supplies and books to Northern 
Mexico. 

Kirby sees a lot of work left to do in 
Vietnam. “When Vietnam was open 
to the missionaries, President Hink- 
ley and Elder Hanks said that a silver 
thread exists between theChurch and 
Vietnam. Our theme is ‘Rejoice with
